Their beds were cots and 
the heater barely kept them 
warm when it snowed. At 
first toilets were commu¬ 
nal without compartments. 
Later this was changed 
with more privacy. Sum¬ 
mer heat was horrible and 
the fierce wind blew right 
through the utrpapet walls 
of their barracks. 

Many of the internees 
were not only from Cali¬ 
fornia, but also Oregon, 
Washington and even Ha¬ 
waii. By October, 1942 
Manzanar’s population 
had grown to 10,291. 
Most of these people did 
bear up well. The last 
thing they wanted was 
pity. They held block 
meetings to discuss and 
solve their problems. 

They managed to turn 
this desert into a green 
place. They were required 
to raise all their own food 
(even Martha’s). Fortu¬ 
nately, water fipom nearby 
mountains was plentiful, 
and they grew many 
things. People worked 
very hard, especially at 
keeping clean and keeping 
the sand out that blew into 
everything. The teachers 
were served meals in their 
own mess hall with the 
nicest and cleannest of 
waiters and waitresses. 

Some of the teachers 
were also internees. Of 
course, their salaries as 
well as other internee pro¬ 
fessionals was much less. 
Martha made lasting 
friendships among these 
internee teachers. Chil¬ 
dren were good students, 
studies hard and she had 
no discipline problems. 
Only English was taught 
although Japanese was 
learned from the parents. 
Shortage of supplies were 
always a problem but the 
schools were fully accred¬ 
ited by California stan¬ 
dards. Churches and hos¬ 
pitals were established al¬ 
though nurses had to stuff 
sheets in the barracks’ 
walls of the hospital to 
keep the sand out.

time for Christinas, 1947. The very i«xt year, the Ma¬ 
rine Corps Reserve adt^ted the Toys for Tots program 
as a nationwide community service (Hoject conducted 
by various local Reserve Units across the nation. Toys 
for Tots got its first help from celebrity, when Walt 
Disney designed the Toys fw Tots train logo, still in use, 
and created the first national Toys fw Tot poster. Dis¬ 
ney’s connection has persisted, as 50 years later, the 
posters have included Mickey Mouse, Donald Duck, and 
more. 

Human celebrities who have acted as Toys for Tots 
spokespersons over the years include John Wayne, Bob 
Hope, Frank Sinatra, Charlton Heston, Ann Margaret, 
Doris Day, Clint Eastwood, and Johiuiy Carson. First La¬ 
dies Nancy Reagan and Barbara Bush have served as 
NationafToys for Tots spokespersons. 

In 1959, Toys for Tots went international. The pro¬ 
gram is designed as a local program for local American 
children, but on three instances, the [Mogiam went inter¬ 
national, including following the 1959 typhoon that de- 
vestated the city of Nagoya, Japan. The other two occa¬ 
sions were to the Republic of Panama fdlowing the 1988 
invasion, and to the Caribbean, following 1989’s Hur¬ 
ricane Hugo. 

1997’s 50th anniversary edition of Toys for Tots saw 
over 10,000,000 toys distributed to over4,700,000 needy 
children throughout the nation, making the 1997 cam¬ 
paign the most successful in the history of the program. 
The Marine Toys for Tots Foundation provided over 
3,300,000 of those toys, by far their largest effcHt 

The 1998 Siena Madre participation in the National 
Toys for Tots program is being coordinated by the Sier¬ 
ra Madre Chamber of Commerce, in conjunction with 
Cup Scout Pack 376. Toys for Tots barrels are located 
througout town, in business including The Bottle Shop, 
The Buccaneer, Millie’s Dancewear, Webb Martin Re¬ 
altors, and more. In addition, barrels are located at the 
Police Station and at the Chamber of Commerce. New 
unwrapped toys are welcomed. 

The man in charge of Sierra Madre’s collections, as 
well as collections of toys from Upland to Van Nuys, is 
Gunnery Sergeant Brewington, in his second year co¬ 
ordinating the local drive out of Pasadena. Last year, 
almost 45,000 toys came out of the Pasadena base. 

'HVe take applications, which are then verified to 
make sure that the applicants ate 501C charities,” Brew¬ 
ington explains. ‘Then we fill the orders.” 

The vast majority of Brewington’s days from Octo¬ 
ber through December are filled with Toys for Tots 
duties, and he is on the job for 12 hours daily in Octo¬ 
ber and November, and 16 hours in December. 

“It’s hard work, but it’s also a lot of fun. The reward 
we get out of it is the best We help people,” Brewing- 
ton explains. In addition to binders which are several 
inches thick with requests dnd sponsors names. Brew-' 
ington’s office is filled with the photographs and thank 
you notes from the children the program has provided 
presents for in years past
